Vote Rejecting 
Union Upheld 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


National Labor Relations Board 
has upheld the vote of employes 
of American Greetings Corp. at 
Osceola, Ark., rejecting union 
representation. 


The employes voted 532 - 8G 


against representation by the 
International 
Brotherhood 
of 


Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill 
Workers. 


The union contested the elec- 


tion and said the company had 
caused unreasonable fear of re- 
prisals. 


The NLRB found that the 


firm waged an aggressive cam- 
paign against selection by its 
employes of union representa- 
tion, but said the campaign was 
conducted in such a manner as 
to not create a "concise influ- 
ence, however subtle." on the 
employes.

A space psychologist declared 
today that scientists must ex- 
plore extra sensory perception 
—ESP—or other mental 
proc- 


esses as a means of communi- 
cating with future

from earth. 


Everett F. Dagle, chief of data 


sciences for the Air Force Cam- 
bridge Research Laboratories, 
told the 35th annual meeting of 
the Aerospace Medical Associa- 
tion that the research may pro- 
duce nothing. 


However, he said: "not only 


do we have a scientific responsi- 
bility for doing this research, 
we also have a moral responsi- 
bility for doing so, even in the 
face of strong ultraconservative 
opposition." 


'Dagle noted that there have 


been hundreds of examples of 
extra sensory perception report- 
ed, involving mental contact be- 
tween persons far apart, clair- 
voyance 
or 
precognition 
of 


events to come. He conceded 
none have been explained satis- 
factorily on a scientific bases. 


Dagle said that neither the 


United States nor the Soviet Un 
ion has yet1 put a man in true 
space. 


"While it is true that impres- 


sive orbital flights have 'been 
made by American and Soviet 
astronauts," he said, "it must 
be realized that as they went 
spinning around they still had 
visual reference to mother earth 
below them and they still were 
tied to her gravitational apron 
strings." 


Dagle said "we can only the- 


orize as to how an .astronaut 
might react when, finally, the 
gravitational strings are sev- 
ered, and he finds himself in the 
apparent center of a dimension- 
less sphere of black, relieved 
only by sharp pinpoints of light 
from the stars. There will be 
no up, no down, no front, no 
back. 


Dagle said that space travel- 


ers, to minimize any sense of 
disorientation, should be pro- 
vided with a swift, 
effective 


means of communicating with 
earth.

The record came in a heat 


when, said Newman, he eased 
up too soon because he thought 
another cross stripe was the fin- 
ish. He won the final in 9.3 and 
had slight, but allowable, aidinp 
winds each time. 


Newman, 5-9 and 155 pounds,
